manxrfacturer and the consumer. 


A smaller nnmhcr of such associations have heen ongng-ed in the col- 


lection ot data on the prices for the exclusive nse of their membera. Some 
of theec associations have, been charged with delimiting areas of com- 
modity distribution among their members and other misuse of informa- 
tion. 
"ftTiethcr those lattor practices constitute a violation of the anti- 


trust law* must be determined by the coxirtSj and this the attorney general 
is proceeding to find ont. 


All this raises anew the question of the aTzf-horitr of the federal trade 


commission. The original conception of the commission was that it should, 
among-other things, advi&e business men what constituted a violation of 
the restraint of trade laws, but these powers were struck out in the course 
of actual legislation. 


It 6ecms to me that seven years' experience with the commission 


should now enable a reconeideration of ita powers with a view to giving it 
a more constructive function, subject, »»y, to roriew by trm attorney gen- 
eral, by which it could remove, the uncertainties from tho minds of business 
men aa to the line between the neld of co-operation and promotion of pro- 
duction and trade and the field of practices againut public interest. There 
is nothing so destructive o'f business as i* aacertainty.
